$40,000 fine for 
wetlands violations 


A Billerica man has been fined 
$40,000 for wetlands violations at 
the old Shawsheen Pines airport on 
the Wilr n - Billerica line. 

Leonard € porale, of Billerica, 
was given a 30-day House of 
Correction sentence, suspended for 
five years, and a $40,000 fine in the 
first criminal prosecution of the 
State Wetlands Protection Act in 
Middlesex County. In addition to 
the sentence und fine, Judge John 
Paul Sullivan imposed a number of 
probationary terms whereby Mr 
Caporale is required to: 

Comply with the outstanding 
Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering (DEQE) 
order; 

- Identify the wetlands 

Monitor the groundwater; 

Propose a plan to clean up and 
close the Billericadump; 

Permit access to state and local 
officials; 

File notice of the dump at the 
Registry; 

- Comply with all appropriate 
federal/state/local regulations. 

Leonard Caporale and Alexander 
Realty Trust Ill of Billerica 
pleaded guilty last April to seven 
counts of violating the Wetlands 
Protection Act and 16 counts of 
illegal landfill violation. Caporale 
was also found guilty by Judge John 
Paul Sullivan of one count of 
threatening a state DEQE 
employee 

District Attorney Harshbarger- 
said, "The successful prosecution 
and sentencing of this case marks 
the turning point in the protection 
of our wetlands and environment. 
The Legislature has defined these 


types of actions as crimes. 


orcing these laws to protect our 
ecious and diminishing ground-

st April, Caporale pleaded 
guilty to excavation and alteration 
of wetlands, and to the deposition 
and burial of refuse on property in 
Billerica and Wilmington owned by 
Realty Trust without an 
Order of Conditions or dump site 
nment, and failure to comply 


issigi 
with a wetlands order. These 
activities took place between 
Oct © 1981 and August 1984. 


Additionally, Caporale pleaded 
guilty to operating and maintaining 
an illegal dump from September 
1984 to November 1985. 

"This has been a long and 
frustrating case for environmental 
officials,” commented Assistant 


District Attorney James Howard, 
who handled the case for 
Harshbarger. "The defendant 


continually refused to cooperate 
with environmental authorities 
resulting in this criminal 
prosecution. District Attorney 
Harshbarger is very concerned 
with maintaining a safe 
environment and will continue to 
prosecute these important cases to 
the fullest extent of the law.”

Open space plan. 
unveiled for Wilmington 


With privately-held open space 
rapidly disappearing, remaining 
open space in Wilmington is 
becoming increasingly important. 

On Monday night, a consultant 
presented a preliminary open space 
plan before the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen. 

Faith Ingulsrud of IEP, Inc. said 
the purpose of the plan is to 
promote health and quality of life 
in the town through preservation of 
‘open space. 

‘Aquifer protection is a primary 
goal, to ensure a safe water supply. 
‘Other benefits are flood control, 
recreation use, protection of wild- 
life, scenic views, and historical 
and cultural context -- knowing 
where the town came from. 

The open space plan was devel- 
oped under a guideline issued by 
the Mass. Department of Conserva. 
tion Services. The open space plan 
has two phases of study, informa- 
tion gathering and analysis. 

Among the recommendations 
included in the open space plan are 
prevent incremental filling and 
taking of wetlands; develop 
greenways along streams and 
rivers; prevent contamination of 
aquifers. The plan also

recommends restoring portions of 
the Middlesex Canal, and 
investigation of pre-historic and 
historic areas, to promote the 
historic heritage of the town. 

In order to improve recreation 
opportunities in the town, the plan 
recommends the developing of 
trails and passive recreation areas, 
and providing parks within walking 
distance of all neighborhoods 


A general recommendation is the 
formation of an open space 
committee, This would be done as a 
subcommittee of the Conservation 
Commission, under which the plan 
was developed, 

IEP has developed an opinion 
survey on open space needs, It is 
available from the Conservation 
Commission in Room 6 of the 
Town Hall 


State taking survey 
on recreation needs 


In an effort to identify the 
Commonwealth's open space and 
outdoor recreation needs the 
Department of Environmental 
Management (DEM) on behalf of 
the Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs has recently 
launched a major survey initiative 
that will seek input from Massa- 
chusetts’ 351 cities and towns, 
profit and non-profit environmen- 
tal organizations, federal and state 
agencies and over 3000 Massachu 
setts residents. The results of this 
study will reflect the outdoor 
recreation needs of Massachusetts 
citizens, identify recreation partici. 
pation patterns, and determine to 
what extent. outdoor recreation 
needs are being met by the 
Commonwealth 

Information gathered will serve

as data for the 1988 Massachusetts 
Statewide Comprehensive Outdoor 
Recreation Plan (SCORP). Scorp is 
a state document that is required by 
the National Park Service, The 
Scorp must be produced every five 
years in order for Massachusetts to 
qualify for federal funding for 
outdoor recreation, conservation, 
and open space project funding 
Funding is then made available to 
municipalities on a competitive and 
matched funding basis. 

Over the past five years the 
SCORP initiative has provided 
more than 166 Massachusetts 
municipal projects with almost $7 
million in financial assistance. 

The SCORP is a crucial document 
for it not only ensures that 
Massachusetts is eligible to receive 
federal funding, but it can also 


serve as an important planning tool 
for municipal open space and 
recreation planners, id

As development 
increase, the people of the 
Commonwealth are faced with 
critical decisions for the protection 
and enhancement of our natural and 
cultural resources, The states effort 
to produce a comprehensive 
outdoor recreation plan will

The SCORP Program is funded in 
part by a $200,000 grant from the 
National Park Service. The plan is 
expected to be released in the late

Wilmington selectmen are again 
wrestling with problems relating to 
a lot of former town-owned land. 

Attorney Dan Brown appeared 
before the board on Monday night 
asking that deed restrictions be 
lifted on a lot on Faulkner Avenue 

In 1980, builder David Newhouse 
approached the board, wanting to 
buy a 50 foot lot, lot 95 on map 55 
He already owned lot 94B, next 
door 

Because he did not own a house 
on adjoining property, selectmen 
were not abot to make the sale to 
him. The owner of lot 94A, 
however, did qualify because he 
also owned lot 94, which ran across 
the back of the other lots and thus 
adjoined lot 95. The selectmen 
therefore sold lot 9S to Paul 
Buonopane for $200.

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Frankly speaking

A bill presently before the House Ways and Means 
Committee on Beacon Hill seeks to address the issue of 
conservation and open space land in the cities and towns of the 
Commonwealth. And though the intentions of the supporters 
of this legislation are merited, they have reportedly done a 
mediocre job of putting their proposal together in a palatable 
form. 

The Land Bank Bill would impose a one percent tax on the 
sale of homes in Massachusetts. And though a single 
percentage point may sound minimal, with the price of houses 
today it would be an amount in the thousands, which is money 
families can well use themselves. 

Each individual community would be given the right to 
establish the tax. Ironically, the bill has its origins with 
Republican members of the Legislature who represent the 
Cape, and who were concerned with protecting water 
resources in their districts. And as Barbara Anderson, 
Executive Director of Citizens for Limited Taxation (CLT) 
told us, "The bill then went out of control.” 

Suddenly, numerous home rule bills were coming to Beacon 
Hill which would allow many communities in the state to 
implement this new tax. As it was impractical to act on a stack 
of different bills which essentially dealt with the same subject , 
a single omnibus bill was developed. 

In its final form, the Land Bank Bill calls for the seller of a 
home to pay a one percent tax on the selling price, with the 
money going to a local land bank. Herein, 50 percent of the 
monies could be used as determined by the community, 25 
percent for affordable housing, and 25 percent for the 
purchase of open space. In cities, 75 percent of land bank 
funds would have to be earmarked for housing. 

As many on the Hill were quick to suggest that the seller 
would simply be passing the tax on to the buyer, thus hurting 
people purchasing their first house, the bill was altered so as to 
exempt sellers from the one percent tax, when they could 
prove that the person buying their home had not previously 
been a home owner. How anyone would ‘prove’ they were a 
first time home buyer, has yet to be determined, 

Barbara Anderson at CLT is an outspoken opponent against 
this new tax proposal. Anderson says, "We're not opposed to 
buying land. But, the obvious way to do that is with a 
Proposition 2 1/2 override. To tax one portion of the people is 
simply wrong.” And, commenting on the bill's present 
political chances, Anderson pointed out, "I think they've got a 
problem. It's badly drafted, and they have a formidable 
opponent in the chairman of the house taxation committee.” 

State Representative John Flood, Democrat from Canton, 
chairs the taxation committee in the House. Flood is opposed to 
the Land Bank Bill, He cites his opposition to a new tax in the 
Commonwealth, and the many flaws the Land Bank Bill 
contains. Flood points out that large scale purchasing of land 
takes that same land off the tax rolls, adding a financial burden 
to everyone else. And, referring to the fact that the bill would 
require cities to use 75 percent of their land bank funds for 
affordable housing, Flood stated, "Were creating a magnet to 
the cities for those who can't afford housing. That makes a 
two tier society.” 

As an alternative to the Land Bank Bill} Flood has wisely 
introduced legislation which would allow for a voluntary 
check off box on local tax bills, whereby citizens could freely 
contribute to a local land bank fund, thus avoiding any 
mandatory one percent tax on the sale of their homes. State 
Rep. Jim Miceli of Wilmington favors Flood’s proposal, 
calling it "more democratic". 

Rep. Geoffrey Beckwith is a member of the taxation 
committee. Referring to the Land Bank Bill, Beckwith said, "I 
do not believe that a real estate transfer tax is fair and 
equitable." Beckwith feels that the price of high quality 
environmental life in a community should be paid by 
everyone, and not just a small group of people who are making 
arrangements to move. Rep. Beckwith criticized the Land 
Bank Bill, saying then when adopted by a local town meeting, 
most of those taxpayers will not be moving, and thus exempt 
from any new tax burden. 

As an alternative, Beckwith would support local option on 
establishing a small fee that all citizens would pay annually 
toward a local land bank. To establish this tax, Beckwith 
would require a vote of town meeting, as well as a general 
referendum. Consequently, Beckwith will not support the 
Land Bank Bill, and would like to put together broad base 
legislation for his proposal. 

Just as voluntary contributions to wildlife have brought in 
large sums of money on the state income tax form, so too can 
voluntary contributions from local property tax statements 
help conservation. Rep. Flood's bill should be enacted by the 
Legislature, as the Land Bank Bill seems to be dead on arrival. 

At the same time, Representative Beckwith has an idea well 
worth considering. He says Flood’s bill "is not a land bank 
proposal”, but simply a local donation version which will not 
raise sufficient monies. Beckwith's idea is merited in that the 
community would first have to get the thumbs up from a town 
meeting and a referendum question. Furthermore, with 
everyone contributing, the fee could be quite nominal, as 
opposed to a thousand or more dollars that would be paid 
solely by home sellers under the present land bank proposal. 
A combination of donations from tax bills, and local option 
for establishing a schedule of small fees, are alternatives to the 
land bank bill well worth considering.

It was another day before surgery got underway. Boy Wonder they 
called the young surgeon.

The nurses were 
businesslike as they stuck in their tubes and hooked dad up once again to 
the heart-lung machine. Dad's heart was beating and he was alive. 

Only after we made the long drive home did we learn of the com- 
plications.

Tewksbury's land giveaway

Selling off surplus town land is one thing, but last week's so-called 
auction by the Tewksbury Board of Selectmen was something else. 

The purpose of the "auction" was two-fold: For the town to 
accept money from the outright sale of the land, and to place the 
properties back on the tax rolls to generate future revenues. 

But the auction was not a true auction at all. It was a simple land 
sale, limited only to those with adjacent properties, and it was sadly 
done within the strictures imposed by Article IX, Section 9 of the 
town by-laws. 

Since direct abutters were the only ones able to buy the properties 
offered, only the abutters were even notified of the sale. Spectators 
would have enjoyed the show at the Tuesday night board’ of 
selectmen meeting 

With more than 2.58 acres up for sale by the selectmen last week, 
all of it in small chunks and many of those located in crowded South 
Tewksbury, the town should have received a substantial windfall 
from the sale. The price of land in Tewksbury has skyrocketed in 
recent years, and any piece of dirt that has room to put a house is 
worth in excess of $50,000 no matter how small the parcel. In some 
parts of a town, an acre of undeveloped land may pull down well 
over $100,000. Tewksbury land is a hot item. 

Instead, the town received only $42,200 from the sale of all 2.58 
acres. Admittedly many of the properties, but not all, were too 
small for buildings. Four parcels, in fact, were over 10,000 square 
feet in area, and all were acquired by builder Armando Decarolis 
for a mere song, AYfifth potentially buildable lot was picked up by 
his daughter, Sue Decarolis, again for pennies. 

Chairman of the Board of Selectmen Bill Hallisey admitted during 
the meeting that he met in advance with Decarolis, both to decide 
which parcels of town land the builder wanted, and to find out how 
much he'd be willing to pay for them. What Devarolis got for his 
money was staggering. 

In South Tewksbury, most of the existing homes are located on 
lots of 10,000 square feet of area or less. As a result of the sale, 
Decarolis picked up four lots of at least 11,250 square feet each 
thanks to the town's generosity. For only $7,200 -- the price of a 
cheap foreign car -- Decarolis picked up enough land to build 
perhaps four more houses in South Tewksbury, The profits could 
be outrageous. 

Of course, the board of appeals would need to grant a variance for 
someone to build on a lot of under one acre in size. But judging by 
the appeals board voting record, that kind of approval borders on 
the automatic, especially in South Tewksbury. 

Throughout the Tuesday night auction, Tewksbury attorney 
Kevin Sullivan, to his ultimate credit, attempted to bids on certain 
parcels. However, since in most cases Sullivan did not own adjacent 
land, the chairman flatly refused the attorney's offers, and refused 
to even allow the bids into the meeting minutes. 

At one point, even Selectman Charles Coldwell could stand it no 
longer and jokingly made a bid on a 11,250 square foot parcel,in 
South Tewksbury. Hallisey rejected the humor, then rejected a 
competing bid from Kevin Sullivan, before allowing Decarolis to 
purchase the property for only $1,800 -- the minimum price asked. 

Only once did Sullivan have a chance to bid, and he managed to 
buy a 9,000 square foot property through genuine bidding -- the 
only competitive "auction" of the evening. The minumum price of 
$3,300 was raised by Sullivan to $5,000 before his competitor, 
Richard Sughmue, retired. What happened next was indeed curious. 

‘The next piece of land up for sale abutted the one Sullivan had just 
purchased. Mr, Sullivan made a bid on the parcel, since he was 
now, logically at least, an abutter through his previous purchase. 

Chairman Hallisey instead ruled that Sullivan would not be 
considered an abutter until the decd was filed, a legul process 
measured in weeks, not minutes. Since Sughrue was a direct 
abutter, he picked up the 6,750 foot lot for the minimum $2,300. 

While Hallisey apparently ran the sale in accordance with Article 
IX, Section 9 of the town by-laws, a few things need to be changed, 
now that the dust has settled a bit. 

First, the by-law states that minimum bids shall be the amount of 
taxes owed on the land, plus a service charge. Emphasis here is on 
the word "minimum." Without any conflict to the town, the 
minimum bids on the lots sold last week could easily have been five 
to ten times what they were. The entire $42,200 raised in the sale 
could have been made up in just one of the "buildable" transactions. 

Next, the by-law states that undersized. parcels must be legally 
joined with adjoining property to make one, single lot. Legal 
covenants joining the land to abutting properties were notably 
absent during the auction, Potentially buildable properties sold last 
week will be kept under close scrutiny in the coming months, 

Finally, since the board of appeals has a tendancy to wink at acre 
zoning, especially if sewer service is available, any lot of 10,000 
square feet or more should be offered to the general public. The 
by-laws should be changed to allow public input when the sale of 
public property is involved. 

The "auction" last week was a doozy -- and the echoes will be 
heard for weeks to come.

Gold on the 
RMS Republic? 


The R M S (for Royal Mail Ship) 
Republic, sailing under the British 
flag, was sunk as the result of a 
collision with an Italian flag ship 
“Florida,” south of Nantucket

Herbert Hoover, president of the 

nited States, inherited the 
problem of prohibition, as did his 
predecessor, Calvin Coolidge. 
Hoover termed the facts of 
prohibition "An experiment, noble 
in purpose.” 

His opponents, adherents of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, twisted that 
phrase around to "A noble 
experiment.” 

Many of the men who were 
“policemen” in Wilmington during 
those years did not agree that the 
Volstead Act was a good thing. 
‘That act, noble in purpose as it may 
have been, brought about 
gangsterism in the cities of the 
United States, in addition to the 
illegal importation or manufacture 
of alcoholic beverages. 

Walter A, Hill, Chief of Police, 
just wanted a nice quiet communitys 
He had a police force of 10 to 15 
men, scattered around the town, 
men who rarely served, but who 
could be called upon if the need 
arose 

Only one policeman was to be 
seen besides Chief Hill, Al Butters 
was daily to be seen in Wilmington 
Square. He lived just over the 
bridge, on the southeast side of 
Burlington Avenue. He stood 
around, most of the day, available 
to escort litthe old ladies across 
Main Street or to stop auto traffic 
when the evening trains arrived, so 
the passengers could cross Main 
Street on their way home. 

Al had a heavy winter overcoat, 
which he constantly wore until 
about the 15th of May. When he 
took it off, the people of 
Wilmington could say that summer 
was about to arrive. 

In addition to his police duties he 
was chief of the fire 
department, a job which paid a 
couple of hundred dollars a year 
The fire station was just at the foot 
of the hill on Church Suet, about 
200 yards away 

When a fire did occur Al would 
walk down to the station, exchange 
his policeman’s cap for a fireman's 
cap, and ride off in the Model T 
firetruck which had been 
constructed by the volunteers. 

Both Al and Chief Walter Hill 
realized that they lived in a town of 
less than 3,000 people, wh 
everyone was neighbors. 

If a family was to go down to the 
C e Hall for a social, some 
evening, and the tail light would be 
out in the family flivver, neither Al 
nor Walter would stop that cur. 
That's the way life was in 
Wilmington 

Harold D, Wilson lived in South 
Tewksbury, on Parker Street, at the 
corner of Lake Suet, back about 
1920. He worked for the then 
equivalent of the federal Internal 
Revenue Service. He was a nice 
fellow, well liked. 

Then, sometime about 1922, 
when Congress passed the Volstead 
Act, to enforce the prohibition 
laws, Harold found he had, in 
effect, a new job. 

It was up to him to enforce the 
law. Enforce the law he did. 

Harold got his first state-wide 
publicity about 1923-24, when he 
led a raid on a Boston hotel, 
probably the Parker House 
Specifically he raided a gala party, 
being given in honor of Governor 
Cox. He and his assistants carried 
away case after case of alcoholic 
beverage: 

Harold became widely known as a 
result of that raid. He also had the 
honor of being in cartoons, in the 
Boston Post. One of those cartoons 
showed Governor Cox and others 
at the head table holding up their 
right hands and declaring “I saw no 
liquor.” 

it was about this time he moved 
into Wilmington. He lived on the 
west side of Church Street, in the 
house that was next to Wilmington 
common. 

Harold became a frequent speaker 
in some of the churches of the state, 
churches which were in favor of 
the prohibition laws. In some 
churches he spoke more than once 

He also began to conduct raids in 
Wilmington and Tewksbury. He 
had a pretty good idea where the 
liquor was. He would get a court 
warrant, without saying anything to 
Chief Hill, and have a raid. 

There, were two newspapers in 
Lowell at that time. Both judged the 
locale of the raids by the telephone 
number of the person raided, as 
given in the telephone directory. 
Neither paper seemed to realize 
that all Tewksbury homes east of 
the Shawsheen River had 
Wilmington telephone numbers. It 
still is that way, today. 

As a consequence they reported 
raids in Tewksbury as occurring in 
Wilmington. Some people were 
amused, Others were indignant.

Wilmington has been discussed in 

recent weeks by the town 

administrator (manager) of North 

Reading and Wilmington's town 


manager 
The dam is one of two places 
where North Reading feels 


improvement can be made, for 
drainage of that town, as affected 
by Martin's Brook, the other being 
the site of the Salem Street bridge 

North Reading's problem is that 
Burroughs Road crosses Martin's 
Brook, just below Martin's Pond, 
and in effect, it does so in-what is 
today termed a Flood Plain, It is 
that road which leads up toward the 
northwest corner of that town, and 
up toward Wilmington's Lost 
Colony 

‘The Lost Colony was a real estate 
development in the very early 
1920s by a man named Fletcher, a 
man who lived in Quincy, Mass. 
Whether or not he had anything to 
do with the establishment of 
Burroughs Road across the flood 
plain area is not known 

Every year, during the spring 
months, the Wilmington Water 
Department floods that flood plain, 
operating on an ancient water right 
that dates back to 1695, 

That water right was taken by 
eminent domain, along with 113 
acres of land from the estate of 
Maria B. Hathaway, $14 thousand 
was paid for the land, and $4 
thousand for water and flowage 
rights

Brown's Crossing depends on that 
dam, and that flood plain, When the 
dam is in operation the well field 
becomes "charged up” so that there 
is a good supply of water for the 
coming months, The Brown's 
Crossing well field is the most 
important of the well fields in the 
Wilmington water system. 

The ancient water power dams in 
Massachusetts were of two types 
One type was permanent, such as 
that at Ballardvale, where the mill 
pond existed all 12 months of the 
year. The other type is to be termed 
a farming dam, or spring dam. It 
could operate during the winter 
months, and up to April 15. After 
that no more water could be 
blocked, or dammed. 

The purpose of this regulation, or 
Jaw, was to allow farmers who had 
fields or farms upstream from t 
dam to get their spring crop 
planted. In other words, the person 
who did own the dam did not own 
the fields above it, after April 15 
cach year 

Nod Mill operated for over 200 
years. It was on the west bank of 
Martins Brook, just below Salem 


Street.

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Going to bat for bats 


by Larz F. Neilson 

If you were to rate animals for 
popularity, where would you place 
bats? Unfortunately, it seems the 
greatest problem with bats is their 
image. Too many people hate them. 

What is most ironic about this is 
that bats are harmless creatures that 
eat bugs. And while they may not 
be the most attractive creatures to 
have around the house, there are 
ways to deal with them without 
killing them 

Your editor revealed in last 
week's paper that he has bats in his 
house. The first thought was to call 
an exterminator. But then he saw an 
article about a group called Bat 
Conservation International (BCI). 

A fat envelope arrived in Monday 
afternoon's mail from BCI, with 
information about a bat house 
which can be built or bought. The 
group has several publications, 
including a brochure called "Why 
Save Bats.” Other materials include 
Bats and Public Health,” "The 
Importance of Bats,” Dealing with 
Unwanted Guests,” and "the Most 
Famous Bat in the World 

A ten-page pamphlet, "Hazards of 
House Bat Mismanagement,” deals 
not with any dangers posed by bats 
themselves (which are minimal), 
but with the dangers of using 
pesticides in bat nuisance situ 
ations. 

There are also slide programs 
one entitled "Bats, Myth and Reali 
ty,” the other "Saving Amer 
Bats. 

Besides the bat house, the group 
also has a bat detector, plus t-shirts 
and posters 

BCI operates out of the Universi 
ty of Texas at Austin, Dr. Merlin 
Tuttle founded BCI because tradi. 
tional conservation organizations 
considered bats too hopelessly 
unpopular to be helped 

roup operates in several 
areas, conducting research, pro: 
viding information and education, 
seeking protective legislation, and 
marketing the bat house 
The bat house is designed to be

Sinking mines 
in World War Il

During the past few days there 
have been reports, on tv., of mines 
in the Persian Gulf. Scenes have 
shown U.S. Navy personnel armed 
with rifles, in the bows of ships, 
looking for the mines and, 
presumably, prepared to shoot 

The publisher of this paper had 
somewhat similar experiences with 
Japanese mines, after the end of 
World War Il 

The ‘Chanute Victory,’ a troop 
ship, sank several floating mines in 
the mid-Pacific, in early February, 
1946. These mines had been 
released by the Japanese with the 
expectation they would float 
across the Pacific and come in 
contact with Americasn ships, 
thereby sinking them: 

The ship had surface-search

They seldom have rabies. Dr 
Robertson said fewer than 
one-half of one percent of all pats 
have rabies. In the past 40 years, 
there have been only eight deaths 
from rabid bat bites in all the U.S. 
and Canada

Prospective parents eager to be an 
active part of the childbearing 
experiences can now sign up at the 
Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington for Childbirth classes 
starting the end of August.

When it comes time to teach the 
young'uns about fishing, there are 
two species of local fish which will 
more often than not provide the 
hands-on part of the training 

The first fish is the horned pout, 
which I'll deal with next week 
Horned pout fishing is limited to 
novices anyway, or at least those 
old enough to fish after dark. 

No, the first fish which we all 
catch is - what else? -- the sunfish 
better known to Yankees every 
where as the "kibbie:! 

Come on now, admit it -- the first 
fish you ever caught was a kibbie, 
or perhaps you went the big league 


route and hooked a bluegill. The 
difference isn't much when you're 
five years old and holding a rod for 


the first time 
(Anyone who claims that the fir 
fish they ever caught was a salmon, 
or some other high-falutin’ species. 
is either a dangerous pathologi 
liar, doomed to a life of writ 
outdoors columns, or else 


thy 
rich, Both types can grow up to 
become normal fishermen, but it’s 
much more fun to make friends 
with the latter.) 


Kibbies, as we all admit, are the 
easiest of all fish on Earth to catch 
They'll snap at anything in the 
water, from marshmallows to bare 
hooks. (Yup.) 

The reason is simple -- kibbies eat 
anything that moves. Bugs mal 
the bulk of their diet, and the li 
panfish are especially fun to chase 
with a fly rod. Also, since kibbies 
live exclusively in shallow water 
they often fall prey to youngsters 
who haven't yet graduated to fancy 
bass boats and other outr 
expeffbive toys. 

What may be of interest to older 
kids, however, is the sheer number 
of different species that fall under 
the general heading of “kibbie: 
The most popular species, and the 
easiest to identify is the bluegill, 
which by all rights is in a class by 
itself. In Southern states, bluegill 
are known as bream (pronounced 
brim") and even grownups love to 
catch and eat them 

Bluegills may grow to a pound or 

igger, and that would be one tough 
litle fish. Any bluegill bigger than 
your hand, in fact, will put up one 
hellacious fight on light tackle 


neously 
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Other species that we lump 
together as "just kibbies” include 
redear and pumpkinseed, to name a 
few, but there are about eight 
different species. It takes a trained 
eye to tell one species of kibbie 
from another, but who cares when 
it's your very own first, live fish? 
Another surprising fact about 
America's favorite little fish is how 
they taste. The absolute best fish 
dinner I ever sat down to cons 
of little sunfish fillets fried in 
butter and crumbs. The fillets are 
small, and the meat is white and 
delicate, but a d 
will fill a plate nicely

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Donate own blood 
at Choate-Symmes 


“Many of my relatives and 
friends were surprised to learn 
such a program exists,” says 
Area Sidebotham of Lexington. 

“I was so grateful,” Mrs. 
Sidebotham added, “that 
Choate-Symmes offers the 
Autologous Donor program. I 
benefited from it in June when I 
had knee surgery performed at 
Symmes.” 

“Under the program, patients 
scheduled for surgery at Choate 
or Symmes Hospital may 
donate their own blood which 
will be stored for surgery,” says 
Doris DeGraves, MA, MT 
(ASCP), administrative 
director of Choate-Symmes 
Laboratory Services. 

“When a blood transfusion is 
necessary, the safest blood to 
receive is one’s own, because it 
is completely compatible with 
one’s own body. Any ap- 
prehensions the patient may 
have about receiving a blood 
transfusion are alleviated,” the 
director added. 

Because Autologous blood 
(derived from the same in- 
dividual) is free of any risk of 
transmitting an illness and will 
not cause allergic reactions, it 
is ideal for those scheduling 
elective surgery, patients with 
rare blood types or members of 
certain religious groups. 

Apparently, this sense of 
security has increasingly 
motivated patients to par- 
ticipate in the program. In its 
first year, 25 individuals signed 
up. However, in the first five 
months of this year, 33 have 
already subscribed, an in- 
dication the figure may more 
than double by year's end 

DeGraves said the Blood 
Bank, a department of Choate- 
Symmes Laboratory Services, 
is responding to an expressed 
need in the community.

If it 
turns out that the patient does 
not need all of the reserved 
blood, the Blood Bank may use 
it for other patients. 

Patients in the Autologous 
Donor program must meet 
certain criteria established by 
the Choate-Symmes Blood Bank 
and must have the approval of 
their physician, 

Registered technologists 
from the Blood Bank, which is 
certified by the American 
Association of Blood Banks, 
draw and type the blood, per- 
form an antibody screen, and 
test it for AIDS (Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syn. 
drome), and syphilis.

Gov. Dukakis signs 
Used Car Lemon Law 


Gov. Michael S. Dukakis 
recently signed the Used Car 
Lemon Law which requires 
dealers to provide specific 
written warranties for most 
used cars and establishes a 
state-run arbitration program 
to resolve dealer/buyer 
disputes. 

The law, which will take ef- 
fect on July 1, 1988, closes a gap 
in Massachusetts consumer 
protection by affording used car 
buyers explicit remedies 
similar to those provided under 
the state's successful New Car 
Lemon Law which, so far, has 
resulted in nearly $2 million in 


refunds to consumers 
“The days are over when 
anyone in this state can 


irresponsibly and unfairly 
unload a lemon on an un- 
Suspecting young person or 
struggling family. Used car 
buyers, often those least able to 
afford the expense of extensive 
car repairs, let alone court 
action, will now have protection 
under the law,” Dukakis said 

Secretary of Consumer Affair 
and Business Regulation Paula 
W. Gold, whose office ad- 
ministers the New Car Lemon 
Law Arbitration Program and 
will administer the new Used 
Car Lemon Law, called the bill 
“a vital consumer protection 
tool which will help us ensure 
that all Massachusetts car 
buyers are treated fairly.”’ 

The Massachusetts New Car 
Lemon Law, which has included 
mandatory arbitration since 
April 1986, has been a model for 
other states. Thus far, the 
Massachusetts program 
resulted in over $1.75 million/in 
refunds to consumers. There 
has also been a marked im- 
provement in the attitudes of 
manufacturers who now 
generally cooperate fully with 
the spirit of the law.

The new kid, played by Corey 
Hiam (Lucas) doesn’t believe 
the Frog brothers and their 
creepy warnings about blood- 
sucking creatures of the night 
until his brother Michael floats 
past the bedroom window, the 
latest member of the gruesome 
gang.

But the food scene in “Tom 
Jones,” often considered the 
epitome of cinematic sen- 
suality, pales in comparison to 
this lusty comedy about Zen and 
the art of ‘ramen’ making. 

Tampope (which means 
“dandelion” ) is a mousy widow 
who owns a seedy noodle shop 
and wants to climb the ladder of 
success by upgrading her 
noodle soup. She is helped by a 
truck driver, Goro (Tsutomu 
Yamazaki), who has her doing 
stretching exercises, times her 
in the kitchen and imbibes her 
with a spirit starved for noodle 
perfection. Goro, who dresses 
like a cowboy and calls to mind 
a gourmand version of Charles 
Bronson when he was still 
making saddle movies, rounds 
up a posse to help him convert 
this pasta Pygmalian. These 
kitchen cowboys test recipes, 
redo the shop, scour other 
noodle shops for ideas and in a 
funny dream sequence, 
challenge the competition to a 
slurpy showdown. 

The film veers off into other 
culinary directions amid 
Tampopo's trials. These 
vignettes have nothing to do 
with the noodle part of the story, 
but instead expound upon 
writer/director Juzo Itami's 
satirical look at the cultural 
functions of food. Some of these 
snippets are more black than 
rosy, like the woman who rises
